The Crusaders closed the season with a 19-0 win over South Buffalo’s Timon. Scheelar came off his sick- 
bed to kick the final point that made the Blue and Gold Co-Champions. 

Post-season glory came to four of the team when Zenger, Jurewicz, Koch, the nonpareil guard and Captain 
Russ Rosati, our glue-fingered hero, were named to the All-Star team slected by Buffalo's daily papers.
